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A HIGH-HANDED ROBBERY. 


A Man re and Beaten with a Club— 


y Hat Found. 


Night before last about 11 O’clock, whilst most 
of our etizens were wrepped in slumber anid 
haunted by visions of horrid night-mares or 
dreaming of the beatific realms of Morpheus, the 
usually quiet neighborhood of Oave Hill Ceme- 
tery was the scene of& wild and high-handed 
atrecity which has left 8 record written in Blood. 

To the west of the cemeter? above named. is 
the frame house of Mr. Valentine Hetzel, a man 
upwards of sixty years ef age, who, with his wife 
and children, have dwelt there for some time 
pastand done the honors of a public gardca. 
The entrance to Mr. Hetzel’s house from the 
pike onthe north, isa lane, which leads directly 
to the front door at the center of the house. Frem 
this door, on the north side, there is a hall-way 
leading directly through the house to a veran- 
dah on the south side, and crossing this hall at 
right angles ie another passage froma door 
on the east. Thus the house is divided | 
into four sections, of which two on 
the north side are a balland bar-room, 
tively. The bar-room communicates 
sleeping room on the southeast corner of the 


Hetzel slept until awakened by a noise tn the 
basement beneath him, which noise he at first 
supposed to be rats rumaging in open wine boxes 
and among empty bottles stored there. Shortly 
after be heard voipes, and the words “go on,” 
when he immediately rose and dressed.

They twisted 
hinges from the cellar door and shutters from 
the front of the house. By the time the robbers, 
one of whom Mr. Hetzel thinks wore a false beard, 
were ready todepart, Mr. Hetzel partially recov- 
ered his sensibility, and rushing to his bed, he 
seized a pistol from beneath the mattrasses and 
fired several shots at the retreating devils,when 
be heard one ofthem say, ‘lam shot.”’ In the 
morning a hat was found on the premises with 
blood upen it, 

We have seen three of the balls which were 
sent as death's messengers to Hetzel. They are 
conical in shape and larger than a large-sized 
green pea. The club which the robbers used is 
im the hands of one of our city police, and no 
doubt existe as to the arrest of the perpetrators 
of this daring outrage.
